Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-20 allowed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. G 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claim 21 rejected under 35 U.S.G 102(b) as being anticipated by Delpech et al. 
(6,271,574). 

Regarding Claim 21, Delpech et al. disclose an integrated circuit fuse with localized 
fusing point where in Figs. 5-9, column 2 lines 33-52, column 3 line 54, column 4, line 2, 
and column 6 lines 3 1-33, it is disclosed an integrated circuit having a minimum line 
width including a stringer fuse 20 having a low resistance metal silicide 46 with 
substantially less than the minimum line width
